OUR NEUTRALITY.

dent Roosevelt signed the proc- 
lamation declaring the neutral- 
ity of this government in "the 
Russo-Japaneae war at 3:58 this 
afternoon. 


The proclamation, announces 


a state of war wciits between 
Russia and Japan; that the Uni- 
ted States 
are. on terms of 


friendship of both; that there 
are citizens of the United States 
within the territory of each bel- 
ligerent and subjects of each re- 
side in the- United State*, and 
impresses upon all within the 
isdiction of the United Statesi 
the duty of impartial neutrality 
during the war. The president 
then recites in detail acts for- 
bidden to be done, under aevere

The proclamation also

forth the rights of belligerents 
in waters within the jurisdiction 
of the United States.

upon profitable, sheets raising at 
the Illinois Live Stock Breeders' meet- 
ing. 


If live stock of any kind pays for 
raising and feeding in Illinois, sheep do 
for they giye as good returr-3 and, in 
general better for -the amount' of feed 
consumed, than any other. 


I am convinced that it pays better In 
a period of years to feed our grain- to 
good stock and sell it in-a finished pro- 
duct than.to sell it In a raw state, es- 
pecially if tho fertilizer is considered 
of value, and which value cannot'b* 
Ignored in the success 
of good and 


profitable.farming; that no one doubts. 


Shuep are on the decrease while cat- 


tiu and hogs are on the increase,' In 
spite of the annual increase In mutton 
consumption over both of the others. 


Four Natural Advantages. 
I find that sheep have natural ad- 
gtmtages that cattle and hogs do not 
possess and offer more sources of 
profit, than either of the others. 


First—They are 
very prolific and 


raise their young on the most inex- 
pensive feed with the least care. 
Second—Their flesh costs the least 
to produce, and brings more in the 
market than any other; besides it is 
the most healthful-food for man. 


Third—They grow annually from six 


to ten per. cent of their normal live 
weight in wool* which sells for mora 
than three times as much as the flesh 
of any animal, and furnishes a splendid 
covering for the body in winter, as 
veil as g-lves employment to thous- 
ands of skilled laborers to convert it 
into fabric for the use of man. 


Fourth—They return more and bet- 
ter fertility to enrich the soil, and dis- 
tribute the same more evenly than any 
other animal. They, help keep the land 
free of weeds, and convert the same 
into a valuable- commodity. They are 
the most easily managed animals, and 
do not tramp and tear up the fields 
and lota like others, and one can turn 
them into fields to pick up waste where 
other animals could not be tolerated, 
and thus save a vast otherwise actual 
loss. And they can be retained In en- 
closures that would not hold either of 
the others. They thrive and fatten on 
pasture without any groin, but do not 
thrive in a pasture 
without grass. 


Sheep give on an average more pounds 
of meat per bushel of grain than either 
hogs or cattle. 


Experience with 77 Head. 
For Example: The last bunch I rais- 


ed and fattened was a bunch of sev- 
enty-one yearling 
wethers and six 


ewes ..from two .to six year old.; in all 
seventy-seven head. 
Their -average 
weight when I commenced fedlng on 
December 15, was 131 pounds, and in 
March when shipped was 165 pounds. 
They made 'a gain of 34 pounds; per 
head in seventy-seven days. They were 
fed three bushels of corn per day and 
what clover hoy 'they wanted and oc- 
casionally a feed of oats straw or corn 
fodder Instead. You see In 77 days 
they ate 231 bushels of corn and gained 
2,618, an average gain of 11 1-3 pqunda 
per bushel. 


Better Than Cattle Or Hogs. 


My cattle have never done' tliat on 
dry feed, and not often 9n grass afad 
corn. When they moke 'seven pounds 
in winter, I think it Is good; eight, 
line; and more surprises me. Nor will 
my hogs do it by tnVee pounds in win- 
ter. They do as well and often better 
in early summer on clover .or good 
grass, but then the sheep will do the 
same with little or no corn. 
These 


Sheep were about an average of wnat 
I raise, and were not a special lot of 
feeders; nor are my cattle and hogs 
of poor quality, but all good stock and 
average well in duality with my sheep, 
and have the same care. 


His Neighbor's Lambs. 
Another example: In July of 1901, 


Weldon and Glenn (this is K H, Tvel- 
^don, of Bloomington), my neighbors, 
turned four vigorous yourfg rams In 
with a. lot of 6Id breeding ewes, chang- 
ed pastures and and fed them a lit- 
tlt corn. In the fol'owing December 
58 of the ewe» dropped GO lambs, of 
which 55 lived. These ewes were then 
put in the feed yard and fed two bush- 
els of corn and one bushel of oats per 
day, 
and what clover hoy they wanted, 


and the lambs were given a small pen 
in the rear of the sheep house where 
they could He down or eat all the mix- 
ture of ground corn, oats and cotton 
seed, meal with good clover hay they 
wanted. Three months later the ewes 
and lambs were shipped to the Chicago 
market and sold on 'the 24th of March, 
or the Monday .before Easter Sunday. 
The lambs, for Easter lambs, averaged 
53 pounds, at 12 cents per pound,-'-or 
JD.16 apiece. The ewes, fot- mutton, at 
$-1.86, average* 132 pounds, or J6.40 
p e r head.

911.35 Per Bushe! of Grain. 
During this time the ewes ate four 
bushels of grain per head; the lambs 
ate 25 bushels of the mixture'and gain- 
ed 2,365 pounds, after allowing ten 
pounds for blrthwelght, or 94 pounds 
per bushel of grain, that at(12 cents 
per pound',-paW. m.85 per bushel of 
grain, less 2B cents, their shipping, ex- 
penses. Neither my calves nor pigs 
ever done half as well. Of course the 
lambs draw largely on their mothers 
for sustenance and the ewes ate more 
before and'after birth 'of lambs than 
they would otherwise have needed. 


• Ewes Good Record Too. 
Yet count what the ewes sold for, 


W.40, plus »1.20 (the ten pounds birth- 
weight of lamb) would be J7.80. Take 
from this first cost, J8.60; 6 months 
pasture, 50. cents; 4 bushels grain, "35. 
cents, $1,40; 200 pounds clover hay, 
60 cents, and 30 cents shipping ex- 
penses, making a total of )6.20 from 
»7.80, leaving profit of SI.40 on a I8.SO 
Investment, which shows a big; profit, 
besides the shearing a fleece ana rata- 
ing another Iamb the same year. 


Under Zeigler's Mcngament. 
This I know to be true for they were 
managed under my directions and ship- 
ped and sold In- my name. I Want this, 
however, to be understood that the 
above Is one of the exttemely big prof- 
Its in sheep husbandry and can't often 
bo done even by the most experienced 
sheep men, fpr ewes do not often breed 
In summer so as to have lambs In De- 
cember for. the Eaater' market. 
' 


ZeiiSer's Breeding Ewe* and Lambs. 
My breeding ewes tiow weigh 178 
pounds and haven't had a bit of grain 
since turned on pasture last spring. 
Had pasture all slimmer," ran in rape 
on oats stubbie in the fall until the 
middle of December, and have had 
clover hay, oats straw and corn: stover 
sfnce. 


My lamb* ran with mother* IB Sum- 


mer, 
in com field In fall, and since De- 
cember 1 in *hep barns and yard on 
1-2 pound of corn per day and clover 
hay. They weigh now 112 pound*, have 
given me little or no care, and look 
fine. I believe, in fact I know, from 
many years' experience with sheep and

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat r*> 
ctnUy puMlBhed an article from I>r, F. 
B. Murnford, acting dean of the Mis- 
souri State Agricultural College, In 
which he says that a sheep will pro- 
duce a pound of mutton to every ftvej 
pounds en corn. .This le about twice 
the amount of meat that can be pro- 
duced from a 2-year-old steer, and h* 
Is convinced that a hundred buirtwl* 
of corn fe-.i to lambs will produce twice- 
as much meat as If fed'to steers. 
Sir Mechi, a practical English, agrl. 
culturalist. who 
experimented 
with. 
sheep and cattle, says he is sure beef 
will have to sell for 20 per cent more 
than mutton^to pay alike.

Salon Robinson, an agriculturalist of 


New York and author of "Facts for 
Farmers," -says from his experience and 
observation in relation to the com- 
parative 'jiroflts in this country, he 
agrees with Sir Mechl. ' 


Sheep 20 P*r Cent Better. 
Tou see according to their state- 


ments sheep pay 20 per cent better 
than cattle whem sold at the same 
price, and I find In my accounts, which 
I have kept accurately, that the aver-- 
ageseillng price of my sheep for 25 
yeasr has been $4.93 per 100 pound*, 
seven cents more than my cattle and 
eight cent* more than my hogs. Then 
if cattle pny as conceded they do, andV 
from all the foregoing facts, I am con- 
vinced that sheep raising not only pay* 
In Illinois, but with good management 
c,an be made very profitable.

W. S. Parkerson Has Attracted Atten- 


tion at Tiroes. 
W. S. Parkerson of Louisiana, who 
has been Voicing the disgust of the old 
republican 
machinists in 
the south 


with the president's policy in that sec- 
tion, has figured before 
the 
public 


more than once in the past. 
It was 


he who led the mob that lynched the 
Sicilian Mafia members In the city 
Jail In 1891. 
He has always been 


somewhat "of a firebrand among his 
colleagues, who recognized his mettle 
when he mounted the base of the Clay 
monument uncl in a bold harangue in- 
spired the mob in their deadly work 
among the Italians. 
He was of the 
same temper when he was at boarding 
school In the 70's. It Is related that a 
number of the pupils indulged in a" 
frolic one night. Some days afterward 
a member of the party, 
oeing con- 


science-stricken, went to the faculty 
and reported the facts. 
Of course he 


was ostracised as u tale-bearer, but 
that did not 
satisfy 
Parkerson, in 


whose breast-rankls-tl a sense o£ injury 
;it the hands of a traitor. 
At a supper 


held by a group of the boys on a bit- 
ter cold night a little later, Parkerson 
made a speech. 
Nobody who'heard

said, but its effect was startling; for 
the other lads rose in a body, raptured 
the informer, carried him to the near- 
est pump, and "soaked him with cold 
water until he roared for mercy. 


A large body of expulsions and sus- 
pensions followed.

panions for a brief season, and then 
was heard of as a volunteer assistant 
In the campaign against yellow fever 
in New Orleans, This was before he 
bloasomecl forth In his life calling as 
a lawyer.

In 1897 at five of these 
docks there arrived 16,122 British ships 
with a tonnage of 10,741,000 tons, and

Governor Yates I Miles Proclamation 


Designating the Day. 


Governor Yates yesterday issued the 


following proclamation:

In accordance with the act of June 


10, 1887, directing the governor an- 
nually to designate an "Arbor Day" to 
b« observed throughout'the state as a 
day for. planting -trees, shrubs and 
vines about the houses and along high- 
ways, and about public grounds, and 
in accordance with the Act of May 
IB, 1903, providing that the same day. 
be also designated, a "Bird Day," to 
be observed throughput: the state as a 
day on which to hold appropriate ex- 
ercises in the public schools and else- 
where, tending to show the value of 
wild birds'imd the necessity for their 
protection, .1 hereby designate Friaay, 
April 22, to be observed as ;"Arbor and 
Bird Day" for. the year 1904. 


Whereas, The variation: in climate 


due to the fact that Illinois .extends 
over more than five degrees of lati- 
tude, makes it practically impossible 
to name a single day that will be alike 
suitable for all parts of the state, I 
suggest that in each locality the actual 
planting of trees arid vines may be 
done at the most suitable time, and 
the Arbor and Bird day festival be, 
celebrate on the, day named; and I 
hereby" iJeqOest all public spirited citi- 
zens to co-operate In thus increasing 
the. Wealth, comforts and attractions 
of our state.

session almost fabulous wealth In the 
Klondyke, tHat frozen country of, un- 
limited riches. 
The citizen In question is 
Oliver 
Ames, a farmer'llvlng four miles north 
of Mattoon, who with Mr. Milton, are 
joint owners of the Five Forks coal 
mine located on the Yukon river about 
two hundred miles north, of Dawson 
City, Alaska, and which mine Is con- 
servatively setlmated Is worth from 
$75,000,000. to $100,000,0011.'' 


The business' of Mr. Melton to this 


city was-for the purpose of seeing Mr. 
Ames, and drawing up* a contract by 
which the mine will be leased by the 
owners to a company composed pf St. 
Faul and Minneapolis capitalists,' who 
will work the mine, and pay a hand- 
seme royalty to Messrs. Ames and 
Milton, which royalty will be suffi- 
cient to make each of the men enor- 
mously wealthy In a very few years. 


It (s claimed that there is already'In 
sight in the mine coal enough to lost 
for years, arid as the black diamorids 
can find a ready market in Alaska at 
$2G per ton without its exportation be- 
ing necessary, the cost of mining will 
be greatly lessened.

- The exhibit palaces of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition ar6 now all- prac- 
tically completed.. Exhibitors ean now 
obtain possession of their spaces. This 
condition obtains at a much earlier per- 
loc) than in any previous great expo- 
sition. Should there 
by any incom- 


pleteness on May 1, when the Exposi- 
tion (s opened, it will be due to the 
delay of exhibitors. No exhibitor ever 
rc-gretted having installed his exhibit 
too soon. The .man who is ready Is- 
always envied by those who are wait- 
ing for their exhibits to arrlve,,t 
-,. 


"At the present time the railway 


companies .are able to handle ship- 
ments with reasonable promptness. As 
the date for opening approaches, ex- 
perience shows that there will be con- 
gestion at freight terminals.' This con- 
gestion -is not only very annoying, but 
it is very expensive to the exhibitor. 
To have a representative or a force of 
men at the Exposition waiting day aft- 
er day and -week after week for ex- 
hibits to arrive, costs a great deal of 
money. Every consideration, therefore, 
the interests of the Exposition, fairness 
to the public and economy of expen- 
diture on the part of the exhibitor,' 
favor early shipments.,of exhibits and 
Retting them on the exhibit space as 
soon as possible. It is evident that the 
unfinished condition at the opening If 
It occurs, -will be properly blamed, nelth 
er to the Exposition company nor to 
the railway companies, but to the ex- 
hibitor himself."

that her throat was cut by herself, and 
Horton also said that this was the 
explanation given to him. The occur- 
rence took place in Modesto, in Jan- 
uary, 1903, The Hortons have since 
removed frotn that place. 


On fhe night of the- alleged cutting 
Mrs. Horton said her husband retired 
about 8 30, and that she became ill 
abctut half an hour lajter. In her hal- 
lucination that burglars were In the 
house Mrs. Horton gwore that she be- 
came frightened and in the morning 
hourg cut her throat herself. She said 
that she had no recollection of tellling 
Smith, the hired man, that her- hus- 
band cut her throat with the butcher 
knife. According to Mrs Horton, her 
husband bought morphine and arsenic 
at her request to quiet her nerves,

The Rudiana. 


ARE ACTIVE ENERGETIC PEOPLE. 


From what is the name "Japan" de- 


rived? 
F.rom the Chinese I-ih-pen. me<intng 


"sun-source,"' which was given to the 
country because it lay toward the sun- 
rise from China. Japan is often called 
the "Sunrise Kingdom." 
-Ita native 
name is Nlhon, a corruption of the 
Chinese word. 


What Is Japan, and where is-it? 
Japan proper consists Of four large 
islands, three of them lying end to end, 
off the coast of Korea and Siberia, 
north of China. Because of Its relation 
to Asia it has been called the England 
of the Orient. , , 


How laige is the Japanese empire?* 
It comprises altogether only 161,000 


square miles and is little larger than 
California, although Its population Is 
almost half as large as that of the 
United States. 
•, 


How far is Japan from America? 
Between 4,000 and 5,000 miles; about 


fcurteen days by steamer. 


How far north does it lie as com- 


pared with the United States. 


It lies between the- same parallels 


of latitude as the Mississippi valley 
states and Its climate varies from that 
of Minnesota to> that of Louisiana, al- 
through the extremes of heat and cold 
are not so great. The' southernmost 
Japanese posiessions are tropical, while 
the main Island shows the common as- 
pects of temperate zone. 


Is the country mountainous or lev- 


el? 


Mountainous. 
The level ground Is 


only about 12 per cent of the area. A 
range of high mountains runs through 
the main island. 


Who are the Japanese? 
They are a mixed race of Mongoloid 


type, closely related to the Koreans 
and Chinese. 


What are their physical characteris- 
tics? 


They are of short stature, the men 


averaging about five feet in height 
The average weight of a large number 
of young men of Tokio was found to be 
only 121 pounds. 


What 'are the Japanese traits' 
The people are intelligent and quick 


to learn. They are exceedingly courte- 
ous and are great lovers of nature. 
They combine social qualities with a 
keen ability to enjoy life. Their seren- 
ity, generosity and unselfishness are 
strongly marked. Money seeking is not 
a strong characteristic. 


Are the Japanese justly regarded as 
an artistic people? 


Yes. Aesthetic ideals are widely dif- 


fused. Th% Japanese mechanic Is an 
artisan. Painting has been highly de- 
veloped. It la jnore conventional than 
western art but has many admirable 
features even from the western view 
point. Sculpture and carving have been 
carried to a high pitch of excellence. 
The Japanese have made an especial 
study, too, of landscape gardening, and 
Hhe arrangement of flowers. 


Are the Japanese fond of flowers? 
There are many floral festivities in 


the year. October 9, 
for Instance, Is 


chrysanthemum day. Other holidays 
are devoted to cherry and plum blos- 
soms, to the wistaria, the lotus and the 
morning glory. On these days the coun- 
try Is a vast flower garden. 


What is the government? 
A constitutional monarchy. Up to 


1889 
It was an autocracy. In that year 
a constitution was promulgated. The 
Mikado can declare war, make peace 
and negotiate treaties. He makes laws 
with the consent of the diet, consisting 
of a ho^se of peers and a house of rep- 
resentatives. The suffrage ia limited to 
taxpayers. There is a complete system 
of local self-government. 


What is the national religion? 
There Is no state religion, but most 


of the people are Buddhists or follow- 
ers of Shinto. This last is rather a 
system of life than religion. Its chief 
Injunctions are "Follow your natural 
Impulses and obey the laws." It teach- 
es prayers to .deified ancestors and to 
personified powers of nature. There are 
ibout 150,000 nominal Christians In 
the empire. 


What is the condition of education? 
It is compulsory, About four and 


one-half million pupils are in the com- 
mon schools. 44,000 In technical schools 
and 3,300 in the universities. 


What is Japan's chief Industry? 
Farming done on a small scale. A 


'.arm of twelve 
acres Is considered 


large. The average size la two acres. 


What are the chief products? 
Rice, barley, wheat, 
maize, beans, 


potatoes and onions, Plum trees, peach 
:rees and cherry trees are cultivated, 
but for their flowers rather than their 
'rult. Tea, tobacco and silk worms are 
important products. 
• ' 


Is the country wealthy? 
No, It is very poor. Wages average 


fr.om sixteen pents a day for, coolies 
and weavers, to thirty-six cents for 
stone masons, Out of every thousand 
nhabitants it Is estimated that, only 
epven make $1,400 a year. Only thlr- 
:ten men in the country aro suppored 
o have an annual income above $20,- 
000. 


What do the Japanese regard as 


help mission? 


For one thing the 
awakening of 


2hina. They belieye they can be the 
eaders in Oriental civilization and that 
ihlna will respond'to the'lr leadership, 


although It would not comprehend a 
purely western form of culture. 
An- 


ither aim, expressed, by the president 
of the bank of Japan, is to make the 
sland empire "the grand park of the. 
nations." Japan Is- to be a nation of" 
irtlats, "making itself Infinitely beau- 
iful and Infinitely charming."
